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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 21-22 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

The specification fails to sufficiently describe the invention claimed in claims 21- 
22 so as to enable one of ordinary skill in the art to make the invention claimed without 
undue experimentation. It is not clear from the specification how the rotor is 
hydraulically adjustable. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 12-14, 19 and 23 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 12 recites the limitation "said crushing element" in line 5. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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With respect to claim 19: the claim language is confusing since it is not clear 
whether "a hook" in line 2 is the one of the plurality of hooks as in line 2 of claim 10 from 
which claim 19 depends or is an additional one. 

Claim 23 recites the limitation "either or both of the hooks" in line 1. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Since plurality of hooks may 
encompass more than two hooks [note claim 10 line 2], 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 10-15 and 17-20 and 23 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Ballu [5,454,522]. 

Ballu discloses in Figs 1-4 (also see Figure below wherein the letter A has been 
added by the examiner), a crushing device for crushing material, with at least one rotor 
6 on the circumference of which a plurality of hooks [knives 13] are located, at least one 
stator [backing knives 15, sleeve 19 and plates 20] on which a plurality of crushing 
elements A located in a co-operating manner with the hooks are fastened, wherein the 
stator can be moved in the direction toward the rotor axis and twisted around a stator 
axis [col 4 line 46 to col 5 line 1 1] insofar as the applicant has claimed [as the stater is 
twisted it moves toward or away from the rotar]. Additionally, Ballu discloses that the 
stator is also movable either axially or transversally [col 3 lines 1-5], the crushing 
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elements are of a plate-like shape and have at least three lateral edges [Fig 2] and 
wherein depending on a selected twisting angle of the twistable stator one of the lateral 
edges [teeth 17] aligned transversally to the material flow direction is involved in the 
crushing and the twistable stators hydraulically lockable wherein the hydraulic locking of 
the stators de- activated on reaching a specified pressure load and blocked at a 
pressure load below the specified pressure load [col 5 line 30 to col 6 line 8]. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

9. Claims 16, 21-22 and 24 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ballu. 

Ballu does not disclose the crushing have substantially orthogonal cross-section, the 
rotor is hydraulically adjustable and the crushing elements are at least partially covered 
with a protective element 

The limitations of these claims would have been obvious modifications by one 
skilled in the art once the basic apparatus was known. For example to hydraulically 
adjust a rotor or to cover the crushing elements with a protective element are well 
known in the art and of no patentable merit. 
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Response to Arguments 

10. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 10-24 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
